The cause "f Villard's biuUIoii depar- | 
t ure from the coast is now understood. 
During his absence from New York City, j 
an attack was made on the Northern Pa- 
cific and Oregon Transcontinental stocks 
by Gould and Huntington, h in alleged 
that Villard's management has been ex 
Lravagant and that by parading this fact 
before the eyes of the stockholders the 
combination have secured control of both 
companies. The floating debt of the 
Northern Pacific is variously estimated ut 
from eight to fifteen millions, for which j 
Villard will soon have to provide. In or- 
der to yet money for the purpose the 
Oregon Transcontinental began selling 
Northern Pacific stock lasl week. It was 
absorbed by some grout operator, who 
furl hor sold on the market and depressed 
[.rices. After the Oregon and Trnnscon 
linentnl Company had marketed sufficient 
stock, Villard's plan was to issue a second 
mortgage debenture, or income bond, 
which was to be taken at par by the Ore 
ijon and Transcontinental and paid for 
with cash realized by the sale of stock, 
and thus relieve Villard's company of that 
much floating debt This was the fir 
rangement on Thursday night. It was 
believed the groat deal in stocks was over, i 
and that a public announcement of the 
above facts would soon put the securities 
of the road at a much higher figure. '»n 
Saturday morning, however, large selling 
orders were f mud in the market and con- 
tinued all day, and were attributed to 
liuuld. it will be remembered that Vil- 
lard caught Gould short of Pacifies once 
and would not settle with him. It is u 
street tradition that liuuld never forgets 
a man who treats him ill that way. A 
New Voi k reporter on llie iWd said thai 
the evening papers of the lay asserted 
that Villard slocks continue the leading 
feature of the stock exchange to-day, and 
and sales of immense blocks came out all 
day . Reports were current that Druxel, 
Morgan & Co., who had advanced many 
millions to the wmipfltiy, had called in 
home of their loans, and that the holders, 
being unable to respond, the stocks were 
sold at market. Oregon and Transcoir 1 
nelital sold down from fj'J to 54\; North 
era Pacific from :;ti^ to \U;(, and preferred 
from ti8j; to I54J. Transaction in these 
stocks during the week have been I he . 
largest ever known in Wall street. Sales ; 
recorded an aggregate of 1,000,000 shares 
in the three stocks; about 525,000 in the 
Northern Pacific preferred, 275,000 III the 
common and oOO.OOO in Oregon Trans- 
continental. Besides this large amount 
there wore immense contracts settled pri- 
vately with the bears, who reaped a har- 
vest of several million dollars. ,lay Gould 
was reported Saturday to have been 
stuck with 200,000 shares, which he 
bought in the hope of sustaining the mar 
ket. On Monday Transcontinental was 
down to 52 against 50 .it the close on Sat- 
urday. Northern Pacific sold down 2i 
to 32 i, and V>1\, and preferred, 71 j! to 
04|. The decline in other stocks ranged 
from 4 to l- it is said the Northern Pa- 
cific Company will issue $'25,000,000 
debentures at G per cent, to complete the 
road and furnish additional equipments, 
to take care uf the Boating debt, etc. To 
stay the panic, if possible, the Northern 
Pacific Company have issued the follow- 
ing statement: The complete mileage uf 
the Northern Pacific railway and its 
branches is as follows: The main line in- 
cluding the line from St. Paul to Sa.nk 
Kapids is 1,946; branch lines 440 milee.

The ordinary half-yearly general 
meeting of the shareholders of the 
bank of British Columbia took place 
yesterday at the City Terminus Hotel, 
Can non-street; Mr. Uobert Gillespie, 
chairman, presiding. 

The directors, in their report, stmed 
that, after paying all charges, deducting 
rebate of interest on bills not due, and 
making provision for bad and doubtful 
debt.', the balance at the credit of 
profit and loss account at the end of 
the half-year was .£18,37*2 10s Id., 
which the director!! proposeed to ap- 
propriate as follows: — .U10,.")80 in pay- 
ment of a dividend for the half-year at 
(i per cent, per annum, free of income 
tax, adding .£(1,000 to the reserve fund, 
which would then amount to £50,000; 
and leaving f 1,992 10s Id. to be car- 
ried forward. 

The Chairman, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and balance sheet, 
said it gave the directors much plea- 
sure to meet the shareholders on this 
occasion, inasmuch as they had to sub- 
mit a report and statement of accounts 
which he felt confident tho meeting 
would consider satisfactory. The bank 
had passed through various phases — 
some less pleasing than others; but he 
was proud to say that they were now 
in U position at least of progress. The 
profits, whether they were looked upon 
in net amount or otherwise, assumed 
figures which until now had never 
been reached in the first portion of 
any half-year. It was also a very grat- 
ifying feature that the accounts of the 
bank were now of a thoroughly good 
commercial and mercantile character. 
Por a number of years the bank had 
inunv speculative accounts, which were 
the means of involving the sharehold- 
ers in a serious loss a few years ago; 
but that phase had passed, and they 
were now in a position which seemed 
to be increasing year by year. The 
capital account remained the same, but 
that it had occurred to the minds of 
the shareholders that the time was ap 
proiichiug when the bank must, per- 
haps, increase their capital a count or 
increase the amount of deposits which 
they received on interest. The business 
was enlarging in all its branches, and 
he thought the time had almost arrived 
when it might be desirable for the di- 
rectors to call up additional capital 
upon the last issue of shares. At the 
s,n nc time he wished it understood that 
as yet nothing had been decided on. The 
shareholders would observe that the re 
serve fund had during the past year been 
increased by £6,000, bringing the total 
up to Jt'44,000, and it was now [.reposed 
to add another £6,000, and to bring up 
the total to £50,000. He considered this 
a very wise thing to do, and he felt sure 
the stockholders would agree with him on 
this point. He was glad to be able to re- 
port that by the Act of Congress recently 
passed, the Federal tax upon the capital 
and deposits of the bank had now been 
abolished. As the report stated t here 
was u total balance for distribution among 
the proprietors of £18,372, and out of this 
it was proposed to pay a dividend at the 
rate of li per cent, pel annum for the half 
year, to add to reserve .£'11,000, and to 
cany to next year's account £'1,992 10s. 
Id. In conclusion, he said, the business 
ot the bank continued in a very sound 
condition, and there was no doubt that 
they were making very steady and satis 
factory progress. 

The motion was seconded by .Mr. Bden 
Colville, and unanimously carried. 

The dividend as recommended in the 
report was declared, ami tho proceeding)* 
terminated with the usual complimentary 
vote t" the chairman. — Time*.

IU:kKaU), N. Y. , Sept. 2o - An awful 
gale set in last uiglil and is still raging 
furiously from the south-west. A num- 
ber of vessels on I he lakes have so H'oied 
severely. 'file sea is running heavily and 
has swept over and submerged the whole 
of Ihe dock nt the lower portion nl the city 
tu the depth ol several leet. The Pen! nil 
Hudson ami Erie railroad ure under water 
and the track of liufl'alu Creek railway is 
submerged. The wind is driving the wat- 
ers of Lake Erie up in great volume, and 
the prospect ol very heavy loss seems 
immiineiit. The destruction to the city 
is very great Windows in several churches 
have also heell wrecked, and ihe public 
bathing house at York stand and 
several private bathing houses are cum 
pletely washed away by the high tides. 
Lumber piles were blown across the 
street damaging houses and fences. About 
100 feet of the side track of the Niagara 
Falls Branch Central road at the foot uf 
t ieorge street has been washed away and 
four blue lined cars were tumbled into the ; 
lake and their contents carried off by the I 
waves. Four out of six of the telegraph 
wires on the Central road are disabled, 
three of tho Lake Shore, and all of the 
Grand Trunk have been rendered useless. 
The water in the canal slips and harbor 
rose to tho level of the banks. 'fhe 
current of the liufl'alu river is tremend- | 
ous and it took several tugs to tow nne 
vessel to a place of safety. Several ves- 
sels that were unable to reach the harbor 
were lucky even to find shelter under the 
new break water, over which the waves 
(lushed to a terrific height. The propell 
ors Chicago und Roving Chief and the I 
schooners David Down and James Couch 
were torn from their moorings at Niagara 
ami tugs went to their rescue. At night 
the water subsided as quickly as it ruse, 
falling two feet in less than half an hour. 
Masters of vessels coming in this morning 
report the wind to have been terrific on 
the lakes. The barge York State, in tow 
of the steam barge lluckeye, with wheal 
from Toledo, hroke her tow line, when 
Hearing Buffalo before daylight this morn- 
ing. The Buckeye was unable to do any 
thing for the barge and came into port 
alone. At daylight a vessel was reported 
ashore near Hay View with her crew in 
the rigging, and from the description fur- 
nished it was ascertained to be the Y ork 
Stale. No relief had been sent her up to 
noon to-day, but a tug was sent 
after her ibis afternoon. Another vessel 
is ashore at Windmill point and a life 
saving crew has gone to her assistance. 
Shu is a black three-masted vessel and is 
supposed to be the Columbia; but noth- 
ing definite could be learned. This morn- 
ing the H oat ing elevator Marquette broke 
loose from her moorings, in the Eric basin 
and ran into the propeller St. Paul, break 
ing one of her arches, both her guards and 
doing other damage. The schooner E. 
Fit/.gerald, bound down from Toledo, lust 
her canvas and had a portion of her bul- 
warks carried away. She arrived here 
in a leaking condition and her 
cargo of wheat is thought to be damaged. 
The schooner Nellie Gardiner had her 
stay sail and fore-sail split ami the little 
schooner Twilight came m with her main- 
sail gone. dipt. John Perew, of the pro- 
peller John B. Lyon, reports that he saw 
an unknown schooner on the lake dismast- 
ed, yesterday. 

EUROPE. 
London, Sept. 25. — In the O'Donnell 
trial Poland opened the case for the 
crown and recounted the passage on the 
steamer of Carey's family and O'Donnell, 
and repeated the details of the murder. 
Poland said O'Dounell's assertion when 
arrested that ho acted in self-defence 
would be contradic .ed by the testimony 
of Carey's eldest son, who would swear 
that his father bad no pistol in his pns 
session. Mr. Sullivan, M.P., counsel for 
O'Donnell, complained tu the court of the 
solicitor having been refused access to 
the prisoner. Mr. Flowers, the magis- 
trate, allowed the prisoner lo retire and 
consult with his solicitor. James Parish, 
a servant on the ss .Melrose on which the 
crime was committed and Thomas Junes, 
the boatswain, were witnesses of the 
murder. and repeated the testimony given
